Johnson, a consulting geologist, 
discussed the St. F rancis dam d is­ 
aster in an address before the con­ 
vention of th© A m erican A ssocia­ 
tion of Petroleum G eologists. 
The St. F rancis dam. he said, w as 
built on the well known San F ra n ­ 
cisquito fault, which is classified by 
geologists as a “dead fau lt."

tu te a line of w eakness and furnish 
an easy avenue for the seepage of 
w ater. 
Soft Rook Under Dem 
D irectly beneath the dam , accord­ 
ing to Johnson, lay a m ass of com ­ 
parativ ely new conglom erate or soft 
rock, w hich had covered th e u n d er­ 
lying rock of more ancient origin. 
Johnson said th at upon 
visiting 
the scene a fter the dam collapsed, 
he found no evidence of a m ajor 
earth m ovem ent. 
T here w as, he continued, several

They are in as 
blue a funk as the saloon men were 
over prohibition, long before most 
of us regarded it as a 
possibility.

Certainly, lf they conduct I 
their opposition as foolishly as the 
saloon men did 
theirs,

courting the same fate. But lf, as 
practical men, they will be practi­ 
cal, the practical thing will be done.
